Revaluation Of 
The Deutschmark 


The five per cent increase in the value of 
the deutschmark in relation to the U. S. dollar 
means that West German industries will either 
have to absorb the increase in production costs 
or raise the price of their exports. 


These m ovem ents in international finance 
mean little to workaday folk, but they mean 
much to businessm en engaged in foreign trade. 
A company which, for example, owed the equiva- 
lent of $1,000 in deutschmarks to a West Ger­ 
man supplier would require $1,050 to settle the 
account. 
Investment in West Germany will look less 
attractive to American businessm en and the 
flow of U. S. dollars across the Atlantic should 
ease 


The U. S. has powerful financial interests 
in West Germany. 
These are spread through 
industry, banks, insurance companies and real 
estate. One has only to compare the vast dif­ 
ference in the state of Germany in the period 
of 1918-33 with the country's state in 1945-61 
to realize that som ething more than the will to 
work 
hard 
was 
needed 
to 
create 
present 
prosperity. 
The difference is impressive and an indica­ 
tion of the m agnitude of American investment. 
The contrast is heightened when it is remem­ 
bered that during the first war Germany suf­ 
fered little material damage while during the 
second it was devastated and had to be rebuilt.

A Monument To Goodness 


Everyday som ething comes in here that is interest­ 


ing, exciting, dull or hateful. An interesting letter came 


from Sam E ngler to rem ind m e of the Educational 


Alliance, a Settlem ent House on the lower E ast Side 


of New York which produced, over the years, a galaxy 


of valuable citizens, m any of whom, such as Eddie 
C antor and David Sarnoff, have become household 
nam es. 
As I look over the list of youngsters of my time 


who found their careers and personalities in the Educa­ 
tional Alliance, there stands Sir Jacob Epstein, the 
great British sculptor. Sir Jacob w as an East Side boy 


who cam e to the A lliance to draw and sculpt. TTiese 


w ere poor boys—all of them —and our parents were im­ 


m igrants from E astern Europe which was as disturbed 
then as it is now. 


In the muck and truck that was the East Side of 


New York, which m othered gangs and mobs, there 


stood this building w here anyone who w anted to expand 
his personality and give vent to his talent had an 


opportunity. 


There are youngsters these days who talk about 


the breaks. None of us had any breaks. None of 


us had any economic security or expected ever to 


have. We had our choice as children to play on the 


sidewalks, to join gangs, to steal and burgle or to 


go to some such place as the F.durationaJ Alliance 
and do something useful and exciting. 


One thinks, for instance, of Eddie Cantor as an 


actor. I never do or can. I think of Eddie Cantor as 


a person who devoted his life to good works. We were 
kids and the Sum m er w as hot. 
We had never seen 


g rass except in a city park and although we knew what 


m ilk is, we had never seen a cow. Some of us were 


asked if we cared to go to the country for two weeks. 


T here were no charges hut the expenses were high, as 


we had to buy a toothbrush and toothpaste and bathing 


trunks. This all costs m oney and it took some negotiat­ 


ing to get the dollar or two that w as required for 
expenses because none of us had dollars. 


W henever I hear these days of the underprivileged 
who get free milk and free orange juice and perhaps 
a hot meal at school, I wonder how anyone can be 
underprivileged who gets so much. 


For us, there was a joy in the discovery (rf new 
w orlds and the cam p up on Surprise Lake was some­ 


thing never to be forgotten. We slept in tents and ate 
on a pavilion and had to do the chores, but at night 


we sat around a cam p fire. singing songs. And perhaps 


we were a little afraid of the darkness and the quiet 


and the hoot-owl, because we were accustom ed to city 
noises. 


It was this cam p that had the most profound 


influence on my life and I know what it did for Eddie 


a tubercular little boy who slept in a cellar. It made 


of him a philanthropist because E ddie’s work has been 


to keep this cam p grow ing and expanding. Eddie has 


never forgotten the day we took a train up to Cold 
Spring—far from the E ast Side and we saw our first 
snake and caught our first cat-fish. 


WASHINGTON—The

Tire-Tax Hike 
President K e n n e d y probably 
doesn’t realize it, but his proposed 
tire-tax hike will hit a lot of sm all 
businessm en

already

suffering tough competition from 
the big tire com panies—the re* 
treaders. 
The re tre a d e d sprang up from 
alm ost nothing a few y ears ago 
to dem onstrate that 
you could 
take discarded tires and m ake 
them so usable that today a large 
percentage of truck and airplane 
tires are retreads.

proved this, the sm all retread ers 
watched the big tire m anufactur­ 
ers enter their field and take p a rt 
of their business aw ay.
